Jules Guerin was born in St. Louis in 1S66. 
He studied under Benjamin Constant and Jean 
Paul Laurens. He is a member of the Ameri- 
can Water Color Society and of the Society of 
American Illustrators. He has been awarded the 
Yerkes Prize and numerous medals including a 
silver medal at the St. Louis Exposition, 1904. 
His work attracted much attention at the Paris 
Exposition, 1900, and since that time has become 
familiar through current exhibitions in this coun- 
try and through reproduction in many of the lead- 
ing magazines. Both as an illustrator and as a 
painter of mural decorations, to which field of art 
his peculiar technique is admirably suited, Mr. 
Guerin shows strong individuality and great poetic 
charm.
